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1. On 25 April the North Korean divisions trained in Manchuria arrived in North 
Korea. The North Korean Army General Headquarters plans to use these divisions 
as the nucleus for three additional North Korean corps.1 


2. Chinese Communist staff officers have requested the North Korean Army General 
‘Headquarters to assign the newly-arrived divisions to support Chinese troops 
in front-line areas. Chinese Communist headquarters stated that North Korean 
troops trained in Manchuria cooperate willingly with Chinese Communist units, 
but this is not the case with most North Korean line units. 


3. The North Korean GHQ ignored the request and sent token forces from the North 
Korean I, IV and VI Corps to support Chinese units on the western front.2
